VANISHING SPUD 
TWO YEARS ago the potato price sup­ 
port program was wrecked. With the gov­ 
ernm ent required by law to buy all pota­ 
toes that could not be m a rk e ted , fa rm e rs 
Increased production. The 
result w as a 
colossal surplus and tile 
“ blue potato” 
scandal. 


The governm ent Was selling back to 
farmers the potatoes it had bought, at a 
fraction of the p rem iu m prices it had paid. 
Growers of other foodstuffs feared that 
the whole price support p ro g ra m would be 
undermined, and the nationwide outcry led 
Congress to kill tile potato racket. Prices 
dropped and farm e rs curtailed production. 
Then prices rose. 


Normally, rising prices would bring an 
increase in 
production, but in J a n u a r y 
OPS imposed a ceiling on potato prices, 
which 
discount ed 
increased 
planting. 
Meanwhile, potato crops elsewhere in the 
world were suffering from drought, disease 
and cold weather. American farmers could 
g et better prices abroad than OPS allowed 
them. Maine grow ers have exported large 
quantities to Canada. 


The result is a severe shortage and a 
black m a rk e t in potatoes. W here ceilings 
a r e not being violated, they are being cir­ 
cumvented by dealers who will sell pota­ 
toes only to m e rc h a n ts who buy non-ceiling 
item s at excessive prices. 


The ancient law of supply and demand 
had its faults, but they were minor com ­ 
pared to the m ess government meddling 
can achieve.

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The remarkable fact about any people is 


how rapidly they grow accustomed to that 


which they believe to be wrong. For in­ 


stance. as the bureaucracy began to grow 


in Washington, there was an outcry against 


its size, the duplication of .jobs, the “go­ 


slow” attitude of public workers. Senator 


Bv rd fought the issue and. of course, lost 


because the “ pay-roll vote,” as it is now 
called, developed into a vested interest. 
Tile public got used to the myriad host of 
officials and even to the blustering ways 
they developed. 


The subject is rarely discussed t h e s e 
days. The bureaucracy has become an en­ 
trenched power in Washington with rights, 
privileges and perquisites. Today, the count 
of Federal employees comes to 2.559 mil­ 
lion and costs the taxpayer $9.5 billion a 
year. 


It is generally but incorrectly assumed 
that the next President, possibly a Repub- 
ican, will quickly lop off large segments 
of this pay roll. The fact is that about 2.244 
million of these federal employees have 
civil service protection. Practically, t h e 
only way to fire them is for Congress to 
abolish their jobs or to cut off appropria­ 
tions. 


This will be a slow process. A new Presi­ 
dent could instruct department heads not to 
fill vacancies, in some instances, but it is 
almost certain that the politicians and de­ 
partment heads will gang up to keep the 
pay roll as full as possible. The next Presi­ 
dent will have a tough time of it. 


He could, of course, implement the pro­ 
posal of the Hoover Commission, reorgan­ 
izing the Administration on a basis of ef­ 
ficiency. Mr. Truman had ample opportun­ 
ity to do that, but. on the whole, his inter­ 
est in efficiency lagged when he faced fir­ 
ing a lot of people who, he hoped, would 
vote for the party that keeps them in jobs. 
In 1948, the pay-roll vote served Mr. Tru­ 
man well; he will not disdain it in 1952. 


Should the Republicans be elected, the 
top men will be changed. Such zooming de­ 
partments as State and Agriculture may 
find that the new heads want to get rid of 
personnel trained in the New Deal and the 
Fair Deal. State, in particular, would get 
a speedy overhauling, for while a number 
of homosexuals, Communists and fellow- 
travelers have been fired or allowed to re­ 
sign. many in the department would find 
themselves very unhappy under a 
tough 
Secretary of State. Thev might prefer some 
other berth, maybe in the United Nations, 
which is full of experts. 


Government jobs seem very attractive to 
some men and women; yet the pay is low 
and the opportunities are limited. For in­ 
stance, only about 300 out of 2.559 million 
employes (not including the military) re­ 
ceive between $14,800 and $25,000 a year. 
This would be a low proportion in private 
industry, in the law, or in journalism. Per­ 
haps that is why so many Government of­ 
ficials. in this highest bracket, seek for op­ 
portunities outside the Government. They 
regard their current job as a stepping stone 
and hope to attract attention to themselves 
so that they may find better paying berths 
in private industry.

“ Past experience has shown this 
isn t feasible in the district and it’s 
likely no lessons will be given this 
year.

“ WE FEEL it would be little 
more than a waste of time to hold 
only one or two classes each year 
without 
an 
organized 
follow-up 
plan to care for the 
various 
age 
groups and to give thorough train­ 
ing.” 
The last swimming 
class 
spon­ 
sored by the county chapter 
was 
held two years ago. 
Mrs. Smallwood gave details on 
the new method of artificial respir­ 
ation recently adopted as standard 
by the Red Cross and many other 
life-saving agencies. 
She agreed anyone v ho plans to 
swim or vacation with swim m ers 
this Summer should learn the new 
system for safety's sake. 
The new method is described 
in five stages as follows: 


I Place the subject face down in 
prone position. 
Bend 
his elbows 
and place the hands one upon the 
other. Turn his face to one side, 
placing the cheek upon his hands.

2. KNEEL on one knee 
at 
the 
head of the subject, 
facing 
him. 
Place the knee at the side of the 
subject’s head close to the fore­ 
arm. Place the opposite foot near 
the elbow. (If 
more 
comfortable, 
kneel on both knees, one on each 
side of the subject’s head.) Place 
hands upon the flat of the subject * 
back in such a way that the heels 
lie just below a line 
running 
be­ 
tween the armpits. With tips of the 
thumbs just touching, 
spread the 
fingers downward and outward.

3. ROCK FORWARD, 
until 
the 
arms are approximately 
vertical, 
and allow the weight of the upper 
part of your body to exert slow, 
steady, 
even 
pressure downward 
upon the hands. Elbows should be 
kept straight and pressure exerted 
almost directly downward on the 
back 
4. Release pressure, avoiding a 
final thrust, and rock slowly back­ 
ward. Place hands upon the sub­ 
ject’s arms just above his elbows. 
5. While still rocking backward. 
draw his arms upward and toward 
you. Apply just enough lift to feel 
resistance and tension at the sub­ 
ject's .shoulders. Do not bend your 
elbows. Then drop the arms to the 
ground, completing the first full 
cycle.
